LDS  Membership  Urged 
To  Give  All  Civil  Equality 


SALT  LAKE  CITY,  (UPI)  — 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  Sunday  urged 
its  membership  “to  commit  them- 
selves to  establishment  of  full 
civil  equality  for  all  of  God’s 
children.” 

The  strong  civil  rights  state- 
ment was  issued  by  Hugh  B. 
Brown,  first  counselor  in  the 
Mormon  First  Presidency,  at  the 
closing  session  of  the  133rd  semi- 
annual conference  of  the  Church. 

“WE  WOULD  like  to  make  it 
known  that  there  is  in  this 
church  no  doctrine,  belief  or 
practice  that  is  intended  to  deny 
the  enjoyment  of  full  civil  rights 
by  any  persons,  regardless  of 
race,  color  or  creed,”  Brown  said. 

The  Church’s  statement  was 
hailed  by  Salt  Lake  City  leaders 
of  the  National  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Colored  Peo- 
ple, who  had  requested  such  a 
stand  in  a letter  written  to  the 
First  Presidency. 

THE  NAACP  officials  said  the 
Church’s  position  was  “in  accord 
with  the  highest  principles  of 
Christianity  and  democracy  and 
that  it  represents  a significant 
first  step  in  helping  to  solve  the 
problems  of  race  relations  here 
in  Utah  and  across  the  nation.’ 

Brown  said  the  LDS  Church 
has  consistently  and  persistently 
upheld  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  “and  as  far  as  we 
are  concerned,  this  means  up- 
holding the  constitutional  rights 
of  every  citizen  of  the  United 
States.”

“WE  SAY  AGAIN,  as  we  have 
said  many  times  before,  that  we 
believe  all  men  are  the  children 
of  the  same  God  and  that  it  is  a 
moral  evil  for  any  person  or 
group  of  persons  to  deny  any 
human  being  the  right  to  gainful 
employment,  full  educational  op- 
portunity, and  to  every  privilege 
of  citizenship,  just  as  it  is  a mor- 
al evil  to  deny  him  the  right  to 
worship  according  to  the  dictates 
of  his  own  conscience.” 

The  local  NAACP  chapter 
wrote  to  the  Church  presidency 
Friday  night  asking  for  an  “un- 
equivocal” statement  in  favor  of 
civil  rights.  It  threatened  to  pick- 
et Temple  Square,  site  of  the  Salt 
Lake  Mormon  Temple  and  Taber- 
nacle, if  such  a statement  was 
not  issued  by  Oct.  12.

The  Los  Angeles  Dodgers,  be- 
hind the  pitching  of  Sandy  Kou- 
fax,  a home  run  by  Frank  How- 
ard and  one  unearned  run,  beat 
the  New  York  Yankees  2-1  Sun- 
day to  wrap  up  the  1963  World 
Series  in  four  straight  games. 

Koufax,  after  pitching  the  Dod- 
gers into  the  series  lead  in  the 
opening  game  at  Yankee  Stadium 
with  a 5-2  victory,  wrapped  it  up 
by  allowing  the  Bronx  Bombers 
only  one  run,  a home  run  by 
Mickey  Mantle. 

Towering  Frank  Howard,  who 
pounded  a long  462-yard  double 
in  the  opener  in  New  York,  boom- 
ed a four-bagger  into  the  left- 
field  seats  to  send  the  Dodgers 
into  a 1-0  lead  in  the  fourth  inn- 
ing. 

The  Dodgers’  fireballing  south- 
paw made  this  lead  hold  up  until 
the  seventh  when  Mickey  Mantle 
slugged  his  homer  to  knot  the 
score.  It  was  the  first — and  only 
— time  in  the  series  that  the  Yan- 
kees managed  to  tie  the  score 
and  even  this  time  it  was  only 
a fleeting  hope. 

In  the  Dodger  half  of  the  sev- 
enth inning  Jim  Gilliam  hit  in  the 
infield.  Clete  Boyer  threw  to  first 
baseman  Joe  Pepitone  who  lost 
it  in  the  sun  and  the  ball  struck 
him  on  the  chest.  Gilliam  scooted 
on  around  and  ended  up  on  third. 
A sacrifice  fly  brought  him  home. 

This  was  all  Koufax  needed. 
Two  innings  later  the  Dodgers 
were  the  new  champs  of  the  base- 
ball world. 

In  Saturday’s  third  game  of  the 
series  Don  Drysdale  pitched  the 
Dodgers  into  a commanding  3-0 
lead  in  the  series  and  set  the 
stage  for  Koufax  with  a 1-0 
blanking  of  the  Yanks.  Big  Don 
allowed  the  highly  touted  left- 
handed  power  laden  New  York 
lineup  only  three  hits  and  was  in 
control  all  the  way. 

Again  it  was  Gilliam  who  scor- 
ed the  winning  run.  The  veteran 
third-baseman  worked  a walk 
from  Yankee  right-hander  Jim 
Bouton  and  moved  on  to  second 
when  Bouton  uncorked  a wild 
pitch.  A single  by  Tommy  Davis 
through  Bobby  Richardson  at 
second  scored  Gilliam  and  that 
was  all  the  runs  Drysdale  needed. 

For  the  Dodgers  it  was  sweet 
revenge  after  their  frustrating 
season  last  year.  A season  which

saw  them  lead  the  league  most  of 
the  year  and  then  finally  end  up 
in  a tie  for  the  lead  on  the  last 
day  and  lose  to  San  Francisco  in 
the  ensuing  playoff. 

The  Dodger  rout  of  the  favored 
Yankees  in  four  straight  also 
came  as  sweet  revenge  for  Dod- 
ger skipper  Walt  Alston  who  lost 
to  New  York  in  the  1956  series 
in  seven  games.  After  last  sea- 
son’s pennant  loss  it  was  rumored 
his  job  would  be  in  danger  if  he 
lost  again.  But  he  didn’t  lose  and 
his  club  now  reigns  as  baseball’s 
world  champs. 


Ageless  Frank  Baker,  who 
wears  the  big  double-ought,  added 
the  PAT,  the  first  of  nine  points 
which  he  was  to  score  before  the 
evening’s  end. 

THE  COUGARS  took  advantage 
of  a break  in  the  early  portion  of 
the  second  quarter.
